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As per claims 1, 8, and 17, the prior art of record does not show or reasonably suggest, 
in combination with the other claimed subject matter, an adjustable axle structure for adjusting 
the spacing between the wheels of a vehicle in which an electronic circuit provides a readout 
indicating wheel spacing based on a sensor signal indicative of movement of the adjustable 
axle. Dependent claims 2-7, 9-16 and 18-20 are distinguishable for at least the same reasons.
